RESOLUTION 

F. No. 110I2|4|85-SR.—In. the memorandum of 
Settlement dated the 24th July, 1985 between the 
Prime Minister of India and the President of Shiro* 
muni Akali Dal, paragraphs 7.2 and 7.3 read as 
follows:— 

"7.2 It had always been maintained by Smt. 
Indira Gandhi that when Chandigarh is to 
go to Punjab some Hindi-speaking territories 
in Punjab will go to Haryana. A commis¬ 
sion will be constituted to determine the 
specific Hinde-speaking areas of Punjab 
which should go to Haryana, in lieu of 
Chandigarh. 

The principle of contiguity and linguistic affinity 
with a village as a unit will be the basis of 
such determination. The commission will 
be required to give its findings by 31st 
December 1985 and these will be binding 
on both sides. The work of the commission 
will be limited to this aspect and will be 
distinct from the general boundary claims 
which the other commission referred to in 
para 7.4 will handle.

7.3 The actual transfer of Chandigarh to Punjab 
and areas in lieu thereof to Haryana will 
take place simultaneously ou 26th January. 
1986." 

In pursuance of the provisions contained in para 
7.2 above, the Government of India constituted vide 
Resolution No. 1I012J4|85-SR dated the 20th Au gus t, 

1985, a Commission consisting of Shri Justice K.K. 
Mathew, a retired Judge of the Supreme Court of 
India. 

2. In pursuance of the recommendations and obser¬ 
vations of Shri Justice K.K. Mathew and paragraphs 
7.2 and 7.3 of the Memorandum of Settlement, the 
Government of India have decided to appoint another 
Commission consisting of Shri Justice E.S. 
Venkataramiah, Judge of the Supreme Court of 
India. 

3. The Commission will take into account the 
Report of Shri Justice K.K. Mathew and will deter¬ 
mine and specify the other Hindi-speaking areas 
of Punjab which shall go to Haryana in lieu of 
Chandigarh. 

4. The Commission shall follow the principles as 
laid down in para 7.2 of the Memorandum of Settle¬ 
ment. 

5. Tlie Commission wifi be at liberty to devise its 
own procedure for its work. The Commission will 
ordinarily hold its meetings in private. 

6. The Commission will make its recommendations 
to the Government of India not later than 31st May, 

1986. 

7. In terms of the provisions of para 7.3 of the 
Memorandum of Settlement the transfer of Chandi¬ 
garh to Punjab and the areas in lieu thereof to 
Haryana will take place simultaneously, as early as 
possible, not later than three weeks of the Commission 
submitting its recommendations.
